To the inhabitants of the Town of Wilmot in the (L.S.) County of Merrimack in said

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said Wilmot on Tuesday the 14th of 
March, next at ten of the clock in the forenoon (the polls closing at 6:00 o’clock p.m.) to act 
upon the following subjects: 


ARTICLE 1: 
A. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the ensuing year; 


B. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Wilmot Planning and Zoning 
Ordinance to include a section on Wireless Communications Facilities as 
recommended by the Planning Board; This amendment will regulate wireless 
communication services to residents and businesses of the Town while 
minimizing adverse visual and economic impacts. This will be achieved by 
applying carefully considered design and siting standards in order to achieve 
compatibility with the visual, historic and cultural features of Wilmot. These 
new standards will encourage the use of alternate support structures, adequate 
setbacks and the use of existing facilities. 

They will also provide for the testing of radio frequency emissions and removal 
of the facilities when abandoned or no longer used. 


You are hereby further notified to meet at the Town Hall in said Wilmot the 14th of 
March, next at seven of the clock in the evening to act upon the following subjects: 


ARTICLE 2: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Seven 
Hundred Thirty Two Thousand and Three Hundred and Forty Six Dollars ($732,646.00) 
necessary to defray Town charges for the ensuing year. Recommended by the Selectmen 


ARTICLE 3: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Thirty One 
Thousand Dollars ($31,000.00) for the purchase of a Police vehicle. Recommended by the 
Selectmen 


ARTICLE 4: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Forty Nine 
Thousand Dollars ($49,000.00) for the purchase of a one (1) ton four wheel drive Highway 
truck with snow plowing and sanding equipment. Recommended by the Selectmen 


ARTICLE 5: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Thirty Five 
Thousand Dollars ($35,000.00) for the purpose of supporting and funding the Wilmot 
Volunteer Fire Company, Inc. Recommended by the Selectmen 


ARTICLE 6: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Fifteen 
Thousand Dollars ($15,000.00) for the purpose of an engineering and design study for 
reconstructing the Campground Road Bridge. Recommended by the Selectmen 


ARTICLE 7: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Eight 
Hundred and Thirty Seven Dollars ($837.00) for the purpose of supporting and funding the 
services of the Kearsarge Area Council on Aging. Recommended by the Selectmen 


ARTICLE 8: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Thirteen 
Thousand Dollars ($13,000.00) for the purpose of replacing the septic system and removing 
the existing underground oil tank at the Town Offices. Recommended by the Selectmen 


ARTICLE 9: To see if the Town will vote to appropriate from the Town’s undesignated 
retained fund balance the sum of Twenty Five Thousand Dollars ($25,000.00) for the purpose 
of completing the renovations to the Town Office Building and authorize the transfer of said 
sum for said purpose.

and to raise and appropriate the sum of Ten Thousand and Seven Hundred Dollars 
($10,700.00). Not Recommended by the Selectmen 


ARTICLE 13: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to sell any material 
or equipment deemed to be surplus to the Town needs; sale of highway material or equipment 
to be made with the approval of the Road Agent. Recommended by the Selectmen 


ARTICLE 14: Shall the Town accept the provisions of RSA 31:95-b providing that any 
Town at any annual meeting may adopt an article authorizing indefinitely, until specific 
rescission of such authority, the selectmen to apply for, accept and expend, without further 


action by the Town meeting, unanticipated money from a State, Federal, or other 
governmental unit or a private source which becomes available during the fiscal year? 
Recommended by the Selectmen 


ARTICLE 15: To see if the Town will vote to accept Woodhill Drive and Ridgewood Drive 
at the Wilmot Town Meeting in March 2000, as Town Roads, Class V, said Woodhill Drive 
and Ridgewood Drive having been constructed 1n accordance with Town specifications as 
reported by the Wilmot Road Agent. Petitioned Article. 


ARTICLE 16: To see if the Town will vote to accept Deerwood Drive, approximately 800 
feet and Mountain Overlook, approximately 400 feet as a Town road. This road has been 
constructed and completed in accordance with Town specifications, with all work supervised 
and accepted by the Town Road Agent. Petitioned by SWJM Corp., Sumner S. Woodard, 
President and others for consideration at the Town Meeting in March, 2000. Petitioned 
Article. 


ARTICLE 17: To see if the Town will vote to be a member of the regional planning 
commission, organized and named the Upper Valley Lake Sunapee Regional Planning 
Commission. Recommended by the Selectmen 


ARTICLE 18: To see if the Town will vote to discontinue that portion of ‘Old County 
Road’, so called, abutting lots 54, 56-1 through 56-5, 64, and 73 on Map 13 where the status 
is unknown. (Requested by Irvin & Millicent Cleveland) Recommended by the Selectmen 


ARTICLE 19: To transact any other business that may properly come before the meeting.

1999 WILMOT SELECTMEN REPORT 


The Selectmen’s office was very busy during the past year. First we had the school tax issue 
and how that might impact us. Some of our projects hinged on how quickly a solution to this 
tax issue would be coming from the state level. After a few weeks of deliberation as to 
whether or not to send out tax bills, the legislators passed the new law on school funding. 
This was a real problem for us because it delayed the funding to start of some of the projects 
for town. 


After this was solved and we were able to send out tax bills we got underway on the local 
projects. We advertised for and hired a company to do our town revaluation. This project 
has started and the company will be getting in touch with all property owners to set up 
meeting times to review your property and buildings. This will be completed by the second 
billing of 2000. 


Next we went on to buying a computer system for the office building. All the offices are 
networked together so information can be shared and transferred from place to place. We 
purchased new software for municipal work, accounting and for the new revaluation. 


We started the renovations to the Town Office Building. First we put a basement under the 
section that is at the rear of the building, new insulation in the attic, new sills under the back 
and repaired damage from water leaking in between the main building and the section on the 
back. We have contracted for a new heating system installed in the basement instead of in the 
front hall closet. The roof is going to be shingled and a new electric service installed. You 
will notice there is a warrant article to appropriate funds to finish this project in 2000. We 
would like to replace the old ceiling, paint the office interior and put a storage room up in the 
attic with a set of access stairs. This building has had very little work done to it since it was 
remodeled over 20 years ago. With this general face-lift the building will look good and 
serve the town for a long time. We felt that this was the most efficient use of your money. 


As a board we advertised for and hired an administrative assistant for the selectmen’s office. 
This has proven to be very helpful to the selectmen, others in town government and to the 
general public. This individual is responsible for the day-to-day operation of the office and 
performs much of the legwork in support of the Selectmen who all have full time jobs. 


In closing we would like to thank all the people that serve our town as elected officials, 
people appointed to boards, and those people who volunteer their help so unselfishly. We 
would also like to thank the employees of Wilmot for doing a great job during the year. If 
you have questions or need help you should feel free to call the office at 526-4802 weekdays 
from 9 AM to 12 Noon.

We have audited the accompanying general purpose financial statements of the Town of Wilmot as of 
and for the year ended December 31, 1998 as listed in the table of contents. These general purpose 
financial statements are the responsibility of the Town's management. Our responsibility is to express 
an opinion on these general purpose financial statements based on our audit. 


We conducted our audit in accordance with generally accepted auditing standards. Those standards 
require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial 
statements are free of material misstatement. An audit includes examining, on a test basis, evidence 
supporting the amounts and disclosures in the financial! statements. An audit also includes assessing the 
accounting principles used and significant estimates made by management, as well as evaluating the 
overall financial statement presentation. We believe that our audit provides a reasonable basis for our 
opinion. 


The general purpose financial statements referred to above do not include the general fixed assets 
account group which should be included in order to conform with generally accepted accounting 
principles. As is the case with most municipal entities in the State of New Hampshire, the Town of 
Wilmot has not maintained historical cost records of its fixed assets. The amount that should be 
recorded in the general fixed assets account group is not known. 


In our opinion, except for the effect on the financial statements of the omission described in the 
preceding paragraph, the general purpose financial statements referred to above present fairly, in all 
material respects, the financial position of the Town of Wilmot, as of December 31, 1998, and the 
results of its operations and the cash flows of its nonexpendable trust funds for the year then ended in 
conformity with generally accepted accounting principles. 


The Unaudited Supplementary Information on page 18 is not a required part of the basic financial 
statements but is supplementary information required by the Governmental Accounting Standards Board. 
We have applied certain limited procedures, which consisted principally of inquiries of management 
regarding the methods of measurement and presentation of the supplementary information. However, 
we did not audit the information and do not express an opinion on it. In addition, we do not provide 
assurance that the Town of Wilmot is or will become year 2000 compliant, the Town of Wilmot’s year 
2000 remediation efforts will be successful in whole or in part, or that parties with which the Town of 
Wilmot does business are or will become year 2000 compliant.

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ARTICLE 6: After the Moderator read the article, Mr. Richard Lee made the motion to 
adopt Article 6 as written, “To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of Seventy- 
Five Thousand Dollars ($75,000.00) for the purpose of purchasing a new highway truck for 
use on the highways, and to see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to withdraw the 
amount of Fifty Thousand Dollars ($50,000.00) from the Capital Reserve Equipment fund to 
be applied to the purchase of the truck.

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1999 REPORT OF THE WILMOT PLANNING BOARD 


During 1999, your Planning Board held 12 regular monthly and 9 special meetings. 
“Office hours” with 2 members to receive applications were held 2 weeks before the regular 
meetings. Several meetings of sub-committees, comprised of 1 or more Planning Board 
members and interested Wilmot residents also were held. 


We missed Don Lucas and John Taylor, whose terms expired, and welcome Kenny 
Clarke & Lorrie Sliter to our Planning Board. 


After several meetings with public input, a 14-lot subdivision of the 365 acre Griffith 
parcel on Tabor Hill was approved. With restrictions placed on significant further 
subdivision, this establishes a rural area with only large sized lots allowed. 


A 2-lot subdivision, 2 home occupations, 2 mergers of adjacent lots, and 1 subdivision 
with annexation to an adjacent lot were approved. 


After considerable discussion, it was concluded that the Town should withdraw from 
the Central New Hampshire Regional Planning commission and join (subject to Town 
approval at the 2000 Town Meeting) the Upper Valley Regional Planning Commission. The 
UVRPC includes New London as well as several towns with similar or less population than 
Wilmot. The staffs of regional planning commissions are available to advise in planning and 
town matters. 


Following voter rejection of a revised Zoning Ordinance at the March 1999 Town 
Meeting, we established 2 sub-committees: one to review possible zoning district boundary 
changes, and one to review the rejected proposed new ordinance. This second sub-committee 
suggested that we should not propose a completely new ordinance, but should review and 
revise the existing ordinance as required, one section at a time. The CNHRPC also stated 
that while a revised ordinance is more cohesive if revised in its entirety, it may be more 
practical to propose amendments than an entire new document. 


For March 2000 Town Meeting, a “Wireless Communication Facilities” amendment to 
our Zoning Ordinance will be presented. This is similar, but not identical, to what was 
proposed as part of the overall new Zoning Ordinance proposed last year. 


Considerable time was spent in discussing the interrelationship of permitted uses and 
zoning district boundaries. Two public meetings, preceded by a mailing to Wilmot residents 
of a proposed new Table of Uses, were held to obtain public input as to which uses should be 
permitted in various districts. The public meetings were poorly attended compared to last 
year when the entire ordinance was under discussion, but useful input was obtained. These 2 
items, Zoning Boundaries and Table of Uses, will be explored more thoroughly this coming 
year.

Kearsarge Area Council on Aging, Inc. (KCOA), a non-profit volunteer based 
organization, is now in its 7th year serving people 55 years and older in nine area towns: 
Andover, Danbury, Grantham, Newbury, New London, Springfield, Sunapee, Sutton and 
Wilmot. KCOA’s mission is to provide services and programs to enhance the health, well- 
being, dignity and independence of senior adults. 

In January our office and Program Center moved from 12 Newport Road to the 
Baynam’s Building at 180 Main Street, New London, offering more space and lodge type 
atmosphere conducive to many new programs: “In Stitches” (crafts), Yoga, Bridge, (contract 
and duplicate), Photography and Arthritis Exercises. In addition, we continue our weekly 
Computer Classes, Paint w/Peers, Quilting, Woodworking, Chair Exercises and Tai Chi. 

Off-site programs continue to grow in popularity. Outdoor Recreation For Seniors 
(ORFS) meets every Tuesday for a wide variety of outdoor activities. Bus trips have become 
very popular. Eight, day long trips and one over night trip were filled to capacity. Our library 
series, supported by a grant from the New Hampshire Humanities Council and held at the 
New London Tracy Library was well attended. “Conversations with Lunch,” in New London 
and the Danbury Senior Center Luncheon, provide interesting speakers, great food and 
sociability to all KCOA members and friends. 

KCOA services continue to contribute to the quality of life and independence of 
members needing assistance. Dial A Ride for transportation, Mr. Fix It for small home 
repairs, Friendly Visitor for companionship, Telephone Reassurance for daily support and 
Resource and Information service for community, county and state assistance. A monthly 
newsletter, “The Courier” is sent to members to keep them informed of all activities and 
current ‘information. There is no charge for this publication. 

As 1999 draws to a close, Kearsarge Area Council on Aging, Inc. celebrates the success 
of another year,. Our nine community membership has grown to 1,630 people and our 334 
caring volunteers provided assistance to 1,060 clients. 

At a recent town meeting, Ann Ponder, President of Colby Sawyer College said, “Let’s 
do more good than we have to do”. Her quote captures the spirit of 334 volunteers. These 
dedicated people donate their time and talent serving the needs of the seniors in our nine 
communities.

WILMOT PUBLIC LIBRARY 
REPORT OF THE LIBRARY TRUSTEES 


In 1999, the Wilmot Public Library loaned 3,341 adult and juvenile books, 574 videos, 
and 179 magazines. Audiotapes, primarily in the form of books-on-tape, continued to be very 
popular with a circulation of 375. Through interlibrary loan, 185 books were borrowed by our 
library and were borrowed from our library. Also circulated were 14 compact discs. 


Among this year’s programs were the January ” Complementary Medicine” workshop 
with its nutrition, natural foods, magnet therapy and massage therapy components, the 
February “Kaui - The Garden Island of Hawaii” program with Bonnie and Paul Lewis, and 
the Election Day Bake and Book Sale in March. Also in March the library hosted former 
Wilmot Library Trustee Dr. Kathryn Springsteen and her daughter, Anne, both of whom 
conducted a slide presentation and lecture based on the book What Do You Care What Other 
People Think? b noted physicist, Ric ard Feynman. During the month of May, Terry Fiset and 
Jean Traver led a book discussion featuring The Divine Secrets of the Ya Ya Sisterhood. The 
Friends of the Wilmot Public Library Annual Meeting in May offered participants a slide 
show of Alberta, Canada, guided by Everett Downing. The Harvest Bake and Book sale took 
place in earl), September and Thelma and Bob Minard were honored for their outstanding 
contributions to the library and the town with a farewell party attended by more than 60 
guests. Thelma and Bob have since moved to Virginia to be closer to family. The library 
wrapped up the year with the Christmas Open House hosted by the Friends of the Library. 
Mimi Broadhead’s eggnog deserves a special mention. 


Other events included Children’s Programs featuring visits to our library, from the children 
attending the Wilmot Learning Place and the Summer Reading Program led by skillful adult 
readers John Williams and Rick Zuelke. Rick and the children produced a work entitled Willy 
the Wooly Wilmot Bear, aided by the publishing expertise of Friends of the Library co- 
president, George Howe. Color copies of this distinguished creation are available at the library. 


The Friends of the Wilmot Public Library and George and Janet Howe, in a return 
engagement as co-presidents, have greatly su ported our o peration. The involvement of Vice- 
president Barbara Fitts, Secretary Kay Draper, Treasurer Jim MI and Board of Directors June 
Hall, Carolyn Benson, Pat Matarazzo, and Carla Marshall also is much appreciated. They, 
along with the general Friends membership, helped with important things such as 
problemsolving, gardening, the organization and implementation of fundraising initiatives 
and and volunteering at the circulation desk. The Friends also have provided us with a 
Christa McAuliffe Planetarium Pass available to library patrons and their guests. George 
Howe created the attractive and informative Friends newsletters. Thank you, Friends! 


In addition, we wish to thank our cadre of more than 20 Library volunteers. These folks 
work at the circulation desk many extra hours each week.They cheerfully assist patrons, 
tackle projects and substitute for Kathi during her summer vacation. Library services would 
be reduced without them. We are grateful for their interest and de endability. Special thanks 
go to Carol MacDonald for transferring library work onto the new computer. Additional 
volunteers always are needed and we encourage all to consider this rewarding service to the 
Wilmot community. 
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Sadly, we lost library advocates Frances Wilcox and Evangeline Rayno this year. There 
were many donations made to the library in memory of Mrs. Wilcox, and a permanent 
collection of unabridged classic audiotapes was given to the library in memory of Mrs.

We also have a 
relationship with ColbySawyer College in which we provide clinical experiences for nursing 
students and our staff has access to laboratory facilities for education. Relationships with local 
schools, the Council on Aging and other community resources help us to respond to the needs 
of those for whom we provide care. This year we have implemented a Community Council 
with representation from the towns we serve. This group is an additional vehicle to bring, us 
information about the health care needs of the community and to take information about our 
programs back to the community. Finally, and most importantly, we have wonderful 
relationships with people in the community, whether they be Trustees, employees, the many 
people and businesses who donate time or gifts, or patients and their families. 


To meet its mission of providing high quality home health care services that support the 
dignity and independence of people in this community, Lake Sunapee Region Visiting Nurse 
Association has invested heavily in technology and in education over the past year. 
Technology allows us to collect critical information about patient outcomes and costs; and 
also allows us to bring clinical tools, such as very portable ECG machines, to your home that 
assist your physician in caring for you. As hospital stays become shorter, and more illnesses 
are treated on an outpatient basis, it is very important that our staff receives education in 
areas like intravenous therapy, cardiology, pain management and complex wound care.

During the past year, Lake Sunapee Region VNA provided many services to residents 
of Wilmot. Our Home Care program provided 754 visits to 18 individuals. Our Hospice 
program provided 56 visits to 2 residents. Lifeline Personal Response System service was 
provided for 3 residents. Our Long-term Care program provided 315 hours of care for 3 
residents. Immunizations, including flu vaccines, were provided for 79 residents. Maternal 
and Child Health services included well child and dental clinic care for 7 children; newborn/ 
postpartum care for 8 families; and Parent-child program support for 22 families. 


This year more than 6 staff and volunteers residing in Wilmot helped us provide care 
and services for our patients and families or served on our Board of Trustees or Community 
Council. The Trustees from Wilmot this year were Meredith Smith and Virginia Halsey. All 
of those people, and especially the patients and families we’ve served, are grateful for the 
continuing support of the Town of Wilmot.

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THE WILMOT LEARNING PLACE 1999 


The Wilmot Learning Place is a non-profit kindergarten, pre-kindergarten and preschool 
serving the children of Wilmot and the surrounding area. The school is funded by tuition, 
grants, town appropriation and on-going fundraising. 


The Wilmot Learning Place provides a unique service by offering an affordable 
educational experience to community children. The school is led by a volunteer board of 
directors and two outstanding teachers, Nancy Cogswell and Clare Morgan. Clare heads both 
the preschool and pre-kindergarten programs (with assistance from our paraprofessional, 
Tammi Moriglioni). The preschool operates twice a week while the prekindergarten occurs on 
the other three days. Nancy heads the five days a week kindergarten program. We were able 
to expand our programs and hire additional staff due in large part to the generous 
appropriation from the town last year. The children have enjoyed field trips to the fire station, 
the Musterfield Farm, and Spring Ledge. Spring trips include the planetarium in Concord. 


Fundraising is an on-going event; we thank those of you who have responded to our 
mail solicitation. We have other events planned including a dinner at La Meridiana in March. 
Watch the Shopper for date and time! 


We thank the town for their continued support of our school.

REPORT OF THE WILMOT SOLID WASTE AND RECYCLING COMMITTEE 


The total amount of solid waste and recyclable was 2.3% higher than in 1998. 
Recyclable was 16% of the total, a 1% decrease from 1998. 


A hazardous waste collection was held in conjunction with New London at their 
highway department garage. Thirty-eight households from Wilmot and seventy-five from 
New London participated. WE received a $250.00 grant from the State towards the cost. 
The next hazardous waste collection will be held in the summer of 2001. 


A clean up of the transfer station site was initiated and will be completed in 2000. Ash 
from years of burning will be removed. 


The summer scrap metal pick-up was delayed three months due to contractor problems. 
This resulted in unacceptable overflow situation. Our new contractor will pick up scrap 
metal semi-annually. 

Residents deposited 116 gallons of used motor oil for recycling. 

The committee chairman and Selectman Huntoon toured Waste Management’s 
incinerator at Penacook, and their landfill at Rochester. Waste Management hauls and 


disposes of the town’s trash, paper and co-mingle. 


The cost of hauling trash and recyclable, which has been unchanged for the past three 
years, will increase by 2.4% in 2000. 


Waste Management informed us that miscellaneous paper in the paper mix is not 
recycled, but instead is trashed due to the high cost of segregating and the low market price. 
As a result, the only paper we now collect is cardboard and newspaper. 

The committee chairman and the Town’s Administrative Assistant, Ray Stankunas, met 
with Waste Management and the Northeast Resource Recovery Association to discuss 


improved traffic flow at the transfer station. Improvements are planned for 2000. 


A Recycling and Waste Disposal Guide was written. Copies are available at the 
transfer station.

I will arrange a confidential meeting with 
you to discuss what the Town can do for you. If you do not fit under my guidelines, se not 
hesitate to come forward. There may be other opportunities for assistance. 


Have you seen the food shelves located at the Town Office? These shelves are stocked 
by volunteer townspeople or by the Wilmot Food Bank volunteer administrators and are 
expressly for Wilmot people who need food. The principal contributors to the fund are the 
Wilmot Flat Baptist Church, the Wilmot Center Congregational Church and the Cross Fund. 
There are no questions asked. Because this is a volunteer effort by the people of Wilmot, we 
do require that you be a resident of Wilmot. If there is a need for food on a regular basis or 
there are dietary requirements, you must contact me for assistance. 


This year Jennifer Lockwood took charge of the gifts for families at Christmas. You 
may have been one of the 28 people asked to participate in this program. She reported that 
43 gifts were purchased by donors. She urged practicality in the buying of these gifts, such 
as jeans, socks, gloves, books, baby clothes and diapers. There were very few toys included 
in the 43 gifts. Those who participate in this program always get a jump start on the spirit of 
Christmas. Thanks Jennifer. It was a huge undertaking and you did so well. 


On Christmas Eve afternoon, Mary Kay Huntoon and I accompanied by Robbie 
Huntoon, who did the footwork, toured about 45 miles around Town to bring a basket of 
goodies to 28 homes. My thanks to them and to Thelma Cuccinello who helped me pack the 
baskets. I couldn’t have done it without these caring people. The baskets contained either a 
cooked chicken, turkey or ham. Also other goodies such as cheese, fruit, candies and much 
more. This year we had three lovely ladies contribute their home cooking. Connie Jordan 
once again made her gingerbread men and fruitcakes; Fiona Schoeler fresh rolls, and Joanne 
Bernard made squares. These goodies really topped off the baskets and were very much 
appreciated.

UNH Cooperative Extension provides Merrimack County residents with research-based 
education and practical information, enhancing their ability to make informed decisions that 
strengthen youth, families and communities, sustain natural resources, forests, wildlife and 
agriculture, and improve the economy. 


Merrimack County residents benefit from county and statewide Extension programming. 
Among these many local and state efforts are monitoring water quality in our lakes and 
rivers, reducing the use of pesticides, parenting, television and educational programs, 4-H 
and youth development programs, land use management, food safety, forest stewardship, 
family finances, meeting the needs of low income families, strengthening our communities, 
developing a strong volunteer base through our local Advisory Council, Master Gardeners, 
Coverts Project, Family Focus parenting volunteers and 4-H leaders, and providing research- 
based information to citizens.

The Fire Department was busy in 1999. It started with a garage fire in Wilmot Center 
and ended with a house fire in North Wilmot. The Fire Department responded to 40 calls. 
These included 4 structure fires, 15 medical calls, 7 car accidents, 4 mutual aid and 10 
miscellaneous. 


The Fast Squad and Fire Department respond to all calls together which works out well 
if either department needs help. WE have some firemen that are on the Fast Squad and some 
medical personnel that are on the Fire Department. 


WE continue to have excellent fund raisers this year. Our main two were the golf 
tournament in October and our turkey raffle in November. Both of these have become very 
popular events for a lot of people. I would like to thank all the people who help put these on 
and the people who participate and contribute funds or prizes. 


Our biggest accomplishment this year was to pay off the mortgage on the new fire 
station in December. When we took out the mortgage it was for 15 years in the amount of 
$82,000.00. We paid it off in just 5 years and saved interest money. This was done with 
great help from our department Treasurer, Keith Fleury. Thanks Keith. 


All member of the Fire Department would like to thank the people of Wilmot for their 
support from Town Meeting to fundraisers. 


Of great importance if you have smoke detectors, please check your batteries. If you do 
not have smoke detectors, you may want to look into getting some. They DO save lives. 


If you burn wood, please dispose of the ashes in a safe way. Use a metal pail, container, 
not plastic, cardboard or other materials that may burn or melt. Wood ashes can stay hot for 
several weeks in a container. 


If you have children or elderly people living in your residence, have a plan in place in 
case of fire. This should include several ways out of the residence and a pre-arranged 
meeting place for everyone. Call 911 for the Fire Department. Practice your fire plan. THE 
GREAT ESCAPE-fire drills save lives.

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REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


To aid your Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department and State Forest Ranger, contact your 
local Warden or Fire Department to find out if a permit is required before doing ANY outside 
burning. Fire permits are required for any open burning unless the ground is completely 
covered with snow where the burning will be done. Violations of RSA 227-L: 17, the fire 
permit law and the other burning laws of the State of New Hampshire are misdemeanors 
punishable by fines of up to $2,000 and/or a year in jail. Violators are also liable for all fire 
suppression costs. 


There are eleven Forest Rangers who work for the New Hampshire Division of Forests 
and Lands, Forest Protection Bureau. During the 1999 season Forest Rangers were busy 
assisting communities with suppression of difficult and remote multi-day fires. Forest 
Rangers have also investigated numerous complaints regarding violations of the timber 
harvest and forest fire laws, and taken enforcement action to ensure compliance. If you have 
any questions regarding forest fire or timber harvest laws, please call our office at 271-2217. 


There are 2400 Forest Fire Wardens and Deputy Forest Fire Wardens throughout the 
state. Each town has a Forest Fire Warden and several Deputy Wardens who assist the Forest 
Rangers with forest fire suppression, prevention, and law enforcement. The 1999 fire season 
was a challenging but safe year for wildland firefighters in New Hampshire. The severe 
drought conditions throughout the spring and summer months combined with residual effects 
of 1998 Ice Storm, resulted in a dramatic increase in wildland fires. In addition to burning in 
excess of 452 acres, 3 5 structures were also impacted by wildfire. Wildland fires in the urban 
interface is a serious concern for both landowners and firefighters. Homeowners can help 
protect their structures by maintaining adequate green space around them and making sure 
that houses are properly identified with street numbers. 


The State of New Hampshire operates 15 fire towers, 2 mobile patrols and 3 contract 
aircraft patrols. This early detection and reports from citizens aid in the quick response from 
local fire departments. This is a critical factor in controlling the size of wildland fires and 
keeping the loss of property and suppression costs as low as possible. 


Please contact your local fire department before doing ANY outside burning.
